When cured the redolent cylin 
der was taken by ox team to Hudson, New 
York, floated down the Hudson River on 
a schooner, and then around the Capes 
and up the Potomac to Washington. 

Ihe cheese was the gilt of the people 
of Cheshire, then as now, mainly Demo 
Elder Leland and Darius Brown 
accompanied the gift. After the clergy 
man had made the presentation and the 
cheese had been cut with much ceremony, 
Jefferson sent a segment of it back to 
Cheshire with a letter of thanks. This

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shores in the harbor of Provincetown, 
November 21. In this territory the Pil 
grims were outside the jurisdiction of the 
Virginia Company. They met therefore 
in the cabin of the Mayflower and signed 
the Mayflower Compact, under allegiance 
to James I who had by then succeeded 
Elizabeth, and created for themselves the 
simple town meeting form of government 

It was not until December 18th the 
Shallop (ship’s small sailing boat) con 
taining about eight of the Pilgrims, was 
lifted pretty much by accident upon a 
strong tide into the harbor at Plymouth 

The mate of the Mayflower had in 
formed the Pilgrims—after learning of 
their dissatisfaction with Provincetown as 
a permanent settlement—how he 
years before had been in a harbor called 
Plymouth—not too far distant. 

It was upon the mate’s advice the shal 
lop was launched and the three-day ex 
pedition undertaken to the west, around 
the inside of the bend of the Cape, and 
north across what is now the entrance to 
the Cape Cod canal. 

Che first day of the trip was cold and 
bitter. Camp was made ashore that night 
Next morning half the party decided to 
walk along the shore rather than suffer 
the exposure in the open boat. The sec 
ond night all slept ashore again. On the 
morning of the third day, the shore party 
came aboard again and the little craft was 
sailed in a gale of rain, ice, and cold.
